Victim is 
fighting 
for life in 
hospital 

A MAN was in hospital fight¬ 
ing for his life after he was 
attacked outside a restau¬ 
rant in Great Barr. 

The incident happened 
outside Special Spices pub 
and restaurant, formerly the 
Asbury Tavern, at the 
corner of Bowstoke Road 
and Newton Road 

Police say a 25-year-old 
man from Great Barr was 
assaulted and fell to the 
ground suffering a serious 
head injury in the attack at 
around 9pm on Sunday. 

Arrested 

A 40-year-old man was 
arrested on suspicion of 
assault after being stopped 
in a vehicle in Birmingham 
by officers on Monday. 

The man was being ques¬ 
tioned by police. 

Detective Inspector Ian 
Iliffe, from West Midlands 
Police Force CID, said: “The 
assault took place outside 
the restaurant around 9pm, 
but we believe the alterca¬ 
tion may have started 
inside.” 

The pub was recently 
taken over and refurbished 
to be transformed into a bar 
and restaurant serving 
Indian meals with screens 
for showing live sports cov¬ 
erage.

Schoolboy is

POST OFFICE BID 
FOR PRIME SPOT 


A POST office will open in West 
Bromwich’s £200 million New Square 
shopping centre, if bosses get their 
way, safeguarding services in the 
town for years to come. 

Post office chiefs want to move the branch from its 
current location in High Street, West Bromwich, to New 
Square and extend its opening hours. 

In June last year the branch, close to Morrisons super¬ 
market, unexpectedly shut down, forcing customers who 
use it to collect pensions, buy tax discs and foreign currency 


to go elsewhere. But now, 
chiefs want to secure its 
future by opening a new 
branch in the town’s flag¬ 
ship shopping and leisure 
development. 

Investment 

The investment comes 
after plans were unveiled 
earlier this year for 70 
Crown Post Offices across 
the country to close and 
services moved into shops. 

Willenhall was among 
main branches earmarked 
for closure. 

A six-week consultation 
on the new proposals has 
been launched. If proposals 
go ahead, the new branch 
would open earlier on 
Monday mornings and 
remain open on Saturday 
afternoons. 

The opening hours would 
be Monday from 8.30am to

5.30pm and Tuesday to Sat¬ 
urday from 9am to 5.30pm - 
giving customers an extra 
five and a half hours a week. 

Post Office regional 
network manager Simon 
Drinkwater said: “We 
understand how important 
having a Post Office is to res¬ 
idents in the area and we are 
confident that the proposed 
new modern branch would 
meet the needs of the local 
community and secure serv¬ 
ices for the future.”

Police in 
plea over 
murder 
of rapper 

AN 18-YEAR-OLD man has 
appeared in court charged 
with killing an up-and- 
comng rapper who was 
stabbed after a fundraising 
event, as police appealed for 
witnesses to come forward 

Armani Deniro Mitchell is 
accused of murdering 
Joshua Ribera outside TCs 
nightclub in Selly Oak. He 
was remanded in custody 
during a hearing at the city’s 
magistrates’ court on 
Tuesday. Mitchell, of The 
Green, Northfield, spoke 
only to confirm his name, 
address and date-of-birth, 
and was ordered to reappear 
at Birmingham Crown 
Court for a preliminary 
hearing today (Thursday). 

Mr Ribera, 18, was 
stabbed at around 11pm on 
Friday after attending a 
fundraising event for a 
murder victim’s family. 

Another man arrested in 
connection with Mr Ribera’s 
death has been released on 
conditional bail pending 
further inquiries. 

Detectives are still keen to 
hear from anyone who was 
at TCs on Friday night or 
who witnessed the stabbing. 

Detective Inspector Gary 
Plant said: “We know there 
were a lot of people at the 
fundraising event on Friday 
and Joshua was a well- 
known rising music star.”

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Stude nt sentenced to seven years over Ben's death 



A STUDENT is starting a seven-year 
custodial sentence for the manslaugh¬ 
ter of 16-year-old Ben Morutare - 
despite denying he delivered the fatal 
blow. 

Andy Ly, aged 18, was handed the 
seven-year term in a young offenders’ 
institution at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. He pleaded guilty to the 
manslaughter of Walsall teenager 
Ben. 


The youngster died from a single 
stab wound to the leg after a large and 
violent fracas involving more than 40 
people outside the former Old Com¬ 
rades Club near Fenton Street in 
Smethwick on July 27 last year. 

Five others, all aged between 18 and 
20, were also jailed for their parts in 
the incident (see below). 

Sentencing them, Deputy High 
Court Judge Sir Geoffrey Grigson told 


the group immediate custodial terms 
were ‘necessary’ to punish them and 
to deter others from violence. 

He told them: “Your barristers have 
spoken about your hopes for the 
future but Ben Morutare and his 
family have been deprived of his. It’s 
clear from the evidence that the oppor¬ 
tunity for violence was both looked for 
and welcomed.” 

Ly denied murder but after seven 


weeks of his trial he offered a plea of 
guilty to manslaughter which was 
accepted by the prosecution. That plea 
was offered on the basis that he was 
not the one who delivered the stab 
wound that led to Ben’s death. 

The sentences come after a 10-week 
trial and an investigation that involved 
trawling through more than 1,000 
hours of CCTV footage, interviewing 
around 1,000 people, and 35 arrests. 


Killers being protected by 
silence and lies, says judge 

THE HUNT is still on to find the 
person who delivered the fatal stab 
wound to teenager Ben Morutare 
in Smethwick, as six young men 
start jail terms for their roles in vio¬ 
lence leading to his death. 

The six were all sent to young offenders’ 
institutions for being involved in the vio¬ 
lence that led to the death of the schoolboy. 

But the police investigation is not over, 
with the search still taking place for the 
person that delivered the single, fatal blow, 
and for others involved in the violence. 

Sentencing all of the defendants on 
Friday, Deputy High Court Judge Sir Geof¬ 
frey Grigson said he thought they knew who 
was involved. He told them: “Your silence 
and lies are protecting Ben’s killers. 

“All of you played a part in serious and 
violent public disorder which resulted in the 
death of a 16-year-old boy.” 

Disorder 

Speaking after sentences were passed, 
investigating officer Detective Chief Inspec¬ 
tor Bob Hazel called for anyone who knew 
anything about the killing to come forward. 

He said: “The judge remarked that all of 
the defendants knew who inflicted the fatal 
blow. I’m absolutely convinced that the 
people we had on trial were involved in the 
disorder, but there were 300 to 400 people at 
the club where the incident took place, and 
at least 40 in the group that attacked Ben.” 

The youngster, from Holden Crescent, 

Coalpool, Walsall, was stabbed in the leg 
after violence flared outside a birthday 
party at the former Smethwick Home Guard 
and Old Comrades Club on July 27 last year. 

He and two friends were attacked by a 
group of at least 40 youths. 

Ben, who was just five feet two inches tall, 
was fatally stabbed while trying to protect 
his two friends. He was taken to Birming¬ 
ham Children’s Hospital where he died 
several hours later. 

Following sentencing, Detective Inspec¬ 
tor Gary Plant from West Midlands Police’s 

Major Investigation Review Team said: Dale Reid, of Ladywood Omar Robinson, aged 19 Jordan Campbell, 18 Tobias Blake, aged 20 Tahj Mills, of West Brom 

The attack on little Ben was a despicable 
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crime with a tragic and unnecessary loss of 
life which sees six men now facing time 
behind bars. 

“Together with his friends and hundreds 
of other teenagers, Ben attended a birthday 
party that was advertised via social media. A 
small minority of people singled him out and 
attacked him, all because he, and his 
friends, were not local. Ben was a small boy 
who, when seen on CCTV alongside his 
attackers, looks like a small child by com¬ 


parison. Even paramedics attending the 
scene initially believed he was 12 or 13.” 

Student Andy Ly, 18 from Great Colmore 
Street, Ladywood, was handed a seven year 
sentence after his guilty plea to manslaugh¬ 
ter. He was also given a three-year sentence 
for violent disorder, to run concurrently. 

Tahj Mills, 19 from Waterside Street in 
West Bromwich, and 20-year-old Tobias 
Blake, from Kelsall Croft, Ladywood, were 
each given three-and-a-half years after 


being convicted of violent disorder. Blake 
was also found guilty of possession of an 
offensive weapon but was handed no sepa¬ 
rate punishment for the offence. 

Omar Robinson, 19 from Rann Close, 
Ladywood, and 18-year-old Halesowen 
Town footballer Dale Reid, from Rodney 
Close, Ladywood, have been jailed for 28 
months each for guilty pleas to violent disor¬ 
der. Jordan Campbell, 18 from Portland 
Road, Edgbaston, has been handed 18 


months for his part in the incident after 
being found guilty of violent disorder. 

Ly and Robinson were originally on trial 
for Ben’s murder but seven weeks into the 
proceedings their guilty pleas to other 
offences were accepted. 

Ly’s manslaughter plea was offered on the 
basis that he was not the one who stabbed 
Ben in the leg, but that instead he was with 
a group of people knowing that one of their 
number had a knife which they might use. 
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Councils in 
joint effort 
for jobless 
youngsters 

BLACK Country councils 
have joined forces for a new 
scheme designed to combat 
youth unemployment. 

The local authorities in 
Sandwell, Dudley, Walsall 
and Wolverhampton have 
launched the two-year Youth 
Employment Commission in 
a bid to help more young 
people into work. 

The commission will work 
with businesses, charities 
and social enterprises to find 
the best ways of getting 
young people working. 

The move comes as a 
report by the commission 
says the true number of 
unemployed people aged 
from 18 to 24 in the Black 
Country is estimated to be 
16,815 rather than the pre¬ 
viously reported 14,070. 

This is because young 
people who are out of work 
but not claiming Jobseeker’s 
Allowance are not included 
in the official unemploy¬ 
ment figure. 

Waste 

Sandwell’s council leader 
Councillor Darren Cooper, 
who drove forward plans for 
the commission, said: 
“Youth unemployment is a 
terrible waste of talent and a 
devastating blow to young 
lives and this report makes 
clear it is even worse than 
the official figure says. 

“Along with our partner 
councils across the area, I 
am determined to do 
absolutely everything we 
can to help young people 
into work, training or 
employment. ” 

Latest figures show the 
number of people aged 18 to 
24 claiming Jobseeker’s 
Allowance in the four areas 
is above the national 
average of 26.4 per cent. 

In Sandwell it is 27.9 per 
cent, in Dudley 28.9 per 
cent, in Walsall 27.5 per 
cent, while in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton the figure is 27 per cent. 

In May 2013 - the latest 
month when figures were 
available - 3,195 young 
people across the region 
aged 18 to 24 had been 
unemployed for over a year. 

Murder charge 
man in custody 

A HUSBAND accused of 
murdering his wife will 
enter a plea in December. 

Jasvir Ram Ginday has 
been charged with the 
murder of Varkha Rani, 32, 
whose body was found in 
Victory Lane, Reedswood, 
on September 13. 

The 32-year-old was 
remanded in custody until 
December 16 by Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court last 
week. 


Tributes paid to Tipton community champion Fred 


TRIBUTES have been paid to hon¬ 
orary alderman and Tipton commu¬ 
nity champion Fred Perry MBE, who 
has died aged 87. 

The former Sandwell councillor, 
who had been ill for some time, died 
on September 16 and his funeral is 
due to be held today (Thursday) at 4 
pm at Sandwell Valley Crematorium. 

He celebrated his 62nd wedding 
anniversary with his wife Irene, just 
days before he died. He also leaves 
Alderman Fred Perry daughters Susan and Lisa, three 



grandchildren and two great grand¬ 
children. 

Mr Perry of Horton Street, Tipton , 
served as Labour ward member for 
Great Bridge on Sandwell Council for 
more than 15 years. 

He as presented with the honorary 
title of alderman in 2008. He was 
awarded an MBE in the 2010 New 
Year’s Honours list for his work to 
improve the lives of people in Tipton. 

Sandwell Council lowered its flag to 
half mast last Tuesday in his honour. 


After he retiring from the council 
Mr Perry continued to play an active 
part in the community. He was known 
for his work with the Tipton branch of 
the Royal British Legion and had been 
both secretary and chairman of the 
branch. 

Friend Councillor Peter Allen said 
he took a leading role in the annual 
poppy appeal. 

He said: “He could always be found 
in the Asda in Great Bridge selling 
poppies. He was also always out on 


Great Bridge High Street, even when 
he was quite ill he would be out chat¬ 
ting to people and supporting the 
community. He will be very sadly 
missed.” 

Mr Perry was a former Hill Top 
School pupil and served in Burma 
with the British Army’s Fifth Indian 
Division between 1943-1945. 

He used to manage the West 
Bromwich Strollers football team and 
spent his working life at Phoenix 
Steel Tube in the town.

SITTING on his parents’ laps Tipton 
boy Gaurav Bains looks like any other 
happy two-year-old. 

But the Alexandra Road youngster 
is fighting a dangerous blood condition 
and his parents are making a bone 
marrow donor plea to give him the 
chance to grow up. 

Gurprit and Sunny Bains said their 
little boy Gaurav was born prema¬ 
turely, and struggled through his first 
winter. Then last year he started to 
suffer with chest infections. 

Mrs Bains said: “He would have 
chest infection after chest infection. 
Every time we finished a course of 


antibiotics and he would be better, the 
infection would return. He was in and 
out of hospital all the time.” 

In March Gaurav was referred to 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital. 
Doctors diagnosed Gaurav with the 
blood disorder Monosomy 7 which 
means he has more chance of develop¬ 
ing an aggressive form of childhood 
leukaemia. 

His family have been told his 
chances of survival will be increased if 
he has a bone marrow transplant. 

The couple along with Gaurav’s 
four-year-old sister Kiran have now all 
been tested to see if they are a match. 


Mr Bains, who works in the family 
shop, said: “We are desperately hoping 
we are a match, because then we can 
get this process started. But if not, we 
will have to go to the Anthony Nolan 
Trust bone marrow register to see if 
we can find someone to help Gaurav.” 

Mr and Mrs Bains are now calling on 
people to sign up to the bone marrow 
transplant list. The couple are also 
calling on more Asian people to sign up 
as they are more likely to be match for 
Asian children like Gaurav.

Regis; and at the site of 
Kent Close Primary School 
in Denbigh Drive, West 
Bromwich.

IS ANYONE surprised by this week’s TUC report 
showing that thousands of tenants have slipped into rent 
arrears after being clobbered with the bedroom tax? I can’t 
think of a more mean-spirited policy than cutting the 
housing benefit of people whose only crime is to live in the 
house their local council or housing association gave them. 
Everyone accepts there is a desperate shortage of family¬ 
sized public housing, caused largely by successive govern¬ 
ments ripping up border controls and rewarding people for 
breeding like rabbits. Tenants with smaller families should 
be encouraged to vacate big houses they no longer need. 
But the way to do that is by building more one and two- 
bedroom homes in the area and paying tenants a sweet¬ 
ener of, say, £1,000 to make the move. More carrot, less 
stick.

SO EVERYONE was guilty but no-one is to blame. The 
“serious case review” into the death of four-year-old 
Daniel Pelka who was murdered by his mother and her 
partner in Coventry, says some professionals were “too 
optimistic” in believing Daniel’s lying mother. We are 
told that “critical lessons” must be “translated into 
action”. It all sounds hideously familiar. The beauty of a 
report like this is that it can be pulled off the shelf and 
used again, time after time for years to come, simply by 
changing the name of the dead child. A masterpiece.

Carer jailed for stealing jewellery from elderly 


A CARE worker who stole £4,000 
worth of jewellery from two elderly 
women in Smethwick to repay her 
boyfriend has been jailed for 16 
months after admitting the 

Shauna Griffiths, 23, of Sandon 
Road, Edgbaston, preyed on the 
women, aged 75 and 88, while 
looking after them for a care agency. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard that Griffiths was in love with 


an older man who demanded money 
from her. Griffiths, described by her 
defending barrister Miss Sarah 
Buckingham as a ‘shy and timid 
young woman’, in desperaton took 
out payday loans and accumulated 
£5,000 of debt. 

Then, while working in ‘a job she 
loved’ she stole a ring worth £1,100 
from the 75-year-old. 

Mr Edward Soulsby, prosecuting, 
said Griffiths had been the woman’s 


carer for around two years and had 
been shown her jewellery. The theft 
was discovered when the victim was 
cleaning her jewellery. He added: 
“She complained to the care service 
but was told the defendant had 
already admitted the offence.” 

Griffiths had stolen previously. In 
April she took jewellery valued at 
£3,000 from an 88-year-old woman 
with dementia. The victim’s daugh¬ 
ter realised jewellery was missing. 


After the complaint, Griffiths 
handed her bosses a list of places 
where she had sold the items. None 
were recovered. 

Miss Buckingham said: “Her 
partner demanded money for rent 
and bills from her. She was in love 
with him and, desperate to keep 
him, she took out payday loans. 

“It was her first serious relation¬ 
ship. Her life is in ruins and she owes 
£5,000 of debt.”

GRANDMOTHER Emma Spooner - 
aged 32 - left a rottweiler to fester and 
starve in a filthy yard for five years and 
exposed her own children to the 
danger of dog bites. 

The pet, Kane, eventually had to be put down 
by the RSPCA. 

Emma Spooner, of Tividale, was petrified of 
the go after it bit two of the five children living in 
her home. 

The underweight animal had to be put down 
because he had become aggressive after living in 
its ‘own filth’ at the home in Peel Way. 

Smoking 

Spooner admitted failing to ensure Kane had a 
suitable diet and environment. She was last week 
sentenced to a curfew on Friday and Saturday 
nights for three months and banned from 
keeping animals for five years. 

She was also ordered to pay £1,000 costs with 
District Judge Graham Wilkinson telling her to 
give up smoking to pay the bill. 

Spooner was only 31 when her 14-year-old 
daughter gave birth to a baby son 17 months ago - 
she says she feels too young to be a gran and asks 
her grandson to call her Emma. 

She was having to cope, not only with the five 
children living in her home, but also with looking 
after an aggressive dog after her boyfriend left 
her with it.

After appearing before Dudley Magistrates 
Court for neglecting the dog, she told of her terror 
of the animal, which had bitten two of her chil¬ 
dren. 

Spooner said: “The dog didn’t like women or 
children and, apart from biting two of the kids, he 
also went for my throat. The dog belonged to my 
ex partner. I was under the impression he would 
look after it and he should have taken it when he 
left but he didn’t. 

“I was made out in court to be bad, but the dog 
wasn’t kept outside for five years like they said. 
He used to come in at night.” 

Spooner claimed that she contacted the 
RSPCA last year asking if they would put Kane 
down but they had told her it would cost £200, 
which she could not afford. 

She also maintained that the reason the back 
yard, where Kane was kept, was in such a filthy 
state when the RSPCA called was that it had 
snowed over the previous days and she had not 
been able to clear the paving slabs. 

Mrs Vanita Joshi, defending, told the court 
that Spooner had been with her former partner 
for 11 years. He mainly cared for the dog and, 
after he left her for a man, he would on occasions 
take Kane away for a few days or feed the animal 
at her home. 

“She was petrified of the dog,” said Mrs Joshi. 


Spooner threw food and water to Kane’ who 
was between 10 and 12-years-old, in the back 
yard. 

Mrs Gaynor Sutton, prosecuting for the 
RSPCA, said Inspector Steve Morrall called at 
Spooner’s home on January 29 and could see the 
dog was ‘very lean’ and the paving slabs in the 
yard were covered in faeces. The inspector threw 
some food to the dog, who ate it ravenously. 

When the RSPCA found him, Kane weighed 
36.1kg (5 stone 91b), when he should have tipped 
the scales at between 45kg (7 stone lib) and 55kg 
(8 stone 91b). 

Chewing 

District Judge Graham Wilkinson told 
Spooner: “You left this dog to fester in the back 
yard. This poor animal, for five years, lived in a 
small space, unloved and mostly neglected. 

“He goes feral, because he is not getting love 
and attention. He is left to lie in his own filth. 
He’s occasionally thrown food and he wastes 
away. He was left to starve slowly and would prob¬ 
ably have died a sad, lonely death. 

“All this time, you allowed your children to be 
at risk.” 

As well as the curfew and pet-keebing ban, the 
judge ordered Spooner pay £1,000 costs. 

At one stage, the judge also halted the proceed¬ 
ings at the court, ordering Spooner to leave the 
room because she was chewing gum, although he 
called the case back in about 30 minutes later.

Special hearing to look at ex-bishop's church swindle 



Stole £180k-Gerald Edmund 


A FORMER bishop will face court to determine 
how he benefited from stealing £180,000 from his 
church. 

Gerald Edmund, aged 76, of Lansdown Road, 
Bristol, was facing sentence last week after 
admitting one count of fraud and two counts of 
theft between July 2010 and February 2011. He 
had admitted swindling the cash from the Bethel 
United Church of Jesus Christ Apostolic, where 
he was a bishop until 2002, and latterly treasurer. 

At the sentencing hearing at Birmingham 
Crown Court, defence barrister Tarlowchan 
Dubb said his client’s basis of plea was ‘not 
acceptable’ to the prosecution. He said ‘a Newton 
hearing’ to determine the facts of the case was 


needed. Mr Dubb added he may call witnesses 
including one from Edmund’s family. 

“They are not going to be asked anything in 
relation to where the money went but whether 
they ascertained a significant change in 
Edmund’s lifestyle as a result of those offences,” 
he explained. 

Judge Sylvia De Bertodano told Edmund: 
“You’ve pleaded guilty on a basis but the prosecu¬ 
tion don’t accept that, so there will be a hearing 
on that matter that takes place on November 22.” 

Edmund, who is on unconditional bail, will 
appear at the crown court on that date. 

At a previous hearing the court heard that he 
had swindled the cash over an eight-month 


period. He pleaded guilty to two counts of theft 
and one of fraud by false representation when he 
appeared at Birmingham Magistrates Court. 

Edmund was prosecuted following a lengthy 
investigation by West Midland Police’s Economic 
Crime Unit. The Charity Commission is also car¬ 
rying out an investigation. 

According to the watchdog’s website the 
church has an income of £1.17million and chari¬ 
table spending at £1.35m. 

The church is a registered charity which has a 
convention centre based in Kelvin Way, West 
Bromwich. The convention centre has an audito¬ 
rium with seating for 2,500 as well as a chapel and 
baptism pool. 


Care worker blows OAP's 
savings in spending spree 


A CARE worker and her boyfriend have been jailed after stealing a dis¬ 
abled pensioner’s bank card and going on a shopping spree that 
drained his £3,000 life savings - leaving him with just £4.71. 

Samantha Hughes snatched the 76-year-old’s debit card from his flat in Manor House 
residential home in Great Barr, where she worked as a care assistant. It is understood the 

30-year-old, from Petersham Road, King- 
standing, found the card beneath a cushion, 
where the pensioner left it for ‘safe 
keeping’. 

But rather than hand it back she went on 
a three-day shopping spree along with 
boyfriend Steven Reid, 42, from Wootton 
Grove, longstanding. 

They withdrew £1,100 in cash and also 
used the card to buy a TV bed, car acces¬ 
sories, clothes and vitamin pills, as they 
wiped out the pensioner’s £3,000 savings in 
a little over 72 hours. 

The victim, who has chronic arthritis, 
noticed his card missing on January 19, five 
days after Hughes had taken it, and 
reported it to the bank and then police. By 
then only £4.71 was left in his account. 

Heartbreaking 

West Midlands Police officers analysed 
CCTV taken from stores and cash points 
and identified Reid leaving GSF car parts, 
off Fort Parkway, on January 15 having 
bought accessories worth £241. 

The car was traced to his address, and on 
February 13 police searched the property. 
They found a TV still in its packaging. 
Hughes’ address was searched where offi¬ 
cers found receipts for clothing bought 
using the pensioner’s savings. 

Both pleaded guilty to charges of theft 
and were each sentenced to 10 months in 
jail at Birmingham Crown Court. 

Investigating officer Pc Daniel Pugh, 
said: “This is a heartbreaking case. An 
elderly gentleman has had his savings 
cleaned out by a couple driven purely by 
greed. Hughes had been working at the care 
home for several years and was a trusted 
member of staff, but she found the card and 
PIN number and couldn’t resist the oppor¬ 
tunity to go shopping.” 

Reid claimed to have found the bank card 
in the Amblecote Avenue care home’s car 
park and thought would ‘chance his luck’ 
by seeing if the card worked. 

Pc Pugh, added: “They knew the card 
belonged to a disabled man and that he 
wasn’t a wealthy man. At no stage did they 
feel guilt or any compassion towards their 
victim. ” 


Group claw 
back money 
lost by bank 

A HOUSING group that invested £2 million 
in a doomed Icelandic bank is just short of 
receiving all of its money back after clawing 
back a further £420,000 in the last two years. 

Walsall’s former Caldmore Area Housing 
Association, now known as Caldmoreaccord, 
has recouped £1.8m. 

The group, which looks after more than 
7,200 homes, four years ago joined forces 
with other charities that had also invested in 
the collapsed Kaupthing Singer & Friedlan- 
der (KSF) bank in a bid to claw back funds. 

At the time of the bank’s collapse associa¬ 
tion bosses said there were sufficient cash 
reserves in its Royal Bank of Scotland 
account to keep it running. 

But the social landlord, which has offices in 
Caldmore Green, Caldmore, and King Street, 
Darlaston, and in Sandwell, has merged oper¬ 
ations with Accord Group to secure its future. 

The association went back into the black in 
2011 after merging operations with Accord to 
cope with the Icelandic banking crisis. It 
launched legal action with other charities 
against the bank. 

Kaupthing ran into trouble in 2008 after it 
invested in European retail groups, racking 
up debts of more than £3 billion. 

Other charities which had invested in the 
bank included the Cats Protection League. 

Caldmoreaccord’s chief executive Mike 
Hew said: “With the interest accrued in the 
last two years we got £420,000 which has 
taken us to the £1.8m mark.” 

The landlord has always maintained it was 
confident of recouping the money.

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CANNOCK Chase Council is 
going to introduce a ‘nominal’ 
lOp-an-hour parking charge for 
certain car parks in Cannock and 
Rugeley in a bid to boost its ailing 
town centres. 

The council says the lost reve¬ 
nue will cost the authority around 
£8,000, which represents around 
8p for each of the district’s 
97,500 residents, so if it helps 
bring shoppers back into town, it 
will represent good value indeed. 

But welcome though the move 
is, one wonders whether it kind of 
misses the point. The problem 
with car parking charges is not 
simply a question of finance, it is 
a matter of convenience, a matter 
of the sort of welcome that a town 
extends to its visitors. 

It is the whole idea of councils 
imposing rules and regulations 
on the people they are supposed 
to serve, and dishing out punish¬ 
ments to those they consider to 
have fallen short. 

Even with the new ‘nominal’ 
charges, shoppers will still need 
to fumble around for a 10p piece, 
they will need to know in advance 
how long they intend to stay, and 
they will have to affix a silly little 
piece of paper to their wind¬ 
screens to avoid the watchful eye 
of the street patrols. 

Presumably, if a 90 per cent cut 
in parking charges costs the 
council just £8,000, then it would 
cost just another £888.88 - less 
than a penny a head - to make 
parking charges completely free. 

In fact, it would probably cost 
even less, as they would not need 
to employ anybody to empty the 
meters, not to mention those 
wonderful people dressed up like 
the cast of Dad’s Army issuing 
the tickets.

In mitigation, her barrister

Engine debate fails 
to run out of steam 


MARK ANDREWS outlines the 
differing views of historians in 
the region as to where the birth¬ 
place of the steam age is - 
Dudley, or Wolverhampton? 

JOHN Allen and Suhail Rana are 
agreed on one thing. That the 
world’s first steam engine was 
built by Thomas Newcomen in 
the West Midlands. 

Mr 
Allen, who has spent half a century 
researching the subject, is adamant that 
Dudley is the birthplace of the steam age. 
Mr Rana is convinced it is Wolverhampton. 

To the outsider, it probably seems 
strange that something so innocuous can 
g;et people so steamed up. But a presenta¬ 
tion by Mr Rana this summer at Wolver¬ 
hampton’s former Molineux Hotel has 
seen the temperature rise again. 

Until comparatively recently, the con¬ 
sensus has always been that Newcomen’s 
first successful steam engine had been 
installed somewhere in the shadows of 
Dudley Castle. 

In 1932 T E Lones presented a detailed 
paper to the Newcomen Society concluding 
that the Earl of Dudley’s Coneygree Park, 
about three-quarters of a mile west of the 
castle, was the most likely site. Here, the 
Earl had a coal works, and it was thought 
that the engine had been installed to drain 
water from the mine. 

This was briefly challenged in 1948 
when historian W O Henderson presented 
a paper to the Newcomen Society arguing 
that the so-called Dudley Castle engine 
may have been preceded by one in Wolver¬ 
hampton, but the experts in London were 
not convinced. But now Mr Rana, presi¬ 
dent of Wolverhampton Civic Society, has 
reignited the debate, saying he has uncov¬ 
ered fresh evidence that steam power was

Like Henderson in 1948, part of his 
argument is based on the writings of J T 
Desaguliers, a leading member of the 
Royal Society, who wrote in 1744 “they 
bargain’d to draw water for Mr Back of 
Wolverhampton, where, after a great man 
laborious attempts, they did make the 
engine work. ” 

Assuming that Bache, who died sud¬ 
denly in August 1712, and Back are one 
and the same, it would appear to give 
weight to Mr Rana’s case. Except that 
this was rejected by the Newcomen 
Society in 1948. 

“The difficulty with that is it was 
written so many years after the event, 
and the problem with old men is that 
their memory fades,” says Roger Cline, 
editor of the Newcomen Journal. 

But Mr Rana, a 46-year-old computer 
lecturer at Dudley College, believes that 
the real breakthrough came with the dis¬ 
covery of a lost diary by a Dr Richard 
Wilkes, where he wrote in 1736: “Mr 
Sparrow had fixed a Fire Engine at the 
End of Wolverhampton next Willenhall, 
which now began to work.... This Mr. 
Newcomen most happily effected and 
built the first that ever drew Water, near 
to the Place where this now stands.” 

Mr Allen, a former president of the 
Newcomen Society from Stourton, is 
unconvinced. The 87-year-old says there 
is nothing in Mr Rana’s evidence that has 
not already been considered - and 
rejected. It is also worth pointing out that 
Coneygree Park was a vast site, strad¬ 
dling the old Dudley and Tipton bound¬ 
aries, and although it might have only 
been a matter of yards from the centre of 
Dudley, the location of the engine itself 
might well have been within what is now 
the borough of Sand well. Like one of 
Newcomen’s ground-breaking steam 
engines, it looks like this old debate is set 
to run and run.

Cat crisis means hundreds 
of moggies needing homes

A CAT crisis is swamping the 
RSPCA across the Black 
Country as the animal charity 
launches an SOS for help 
finding homes for thousands 
of moggies. 

RSPCA branches are desperate for 
help because of an unprecedented 
number of cats now in their care. 

The crisis has got so bad that some 
centres in the West Midlands are 
unable to take in any more moggies at 
the moment, with several having more 
than 100 cats waiting for new homes. 

The RSPCA’s own centres and 


private boarding establishments used 
by the charity currently have around 
1,700 cats - but on top of that district 
branches are trying to find homes for 
more felines. 

They include three three-day-old 
kittens among a litter of five dumped 
in a box next to a recycling bank in 
Cradley Heath - two of which had died. 
Susan Tranter who is looking after 15 
cats at her home in Quarry Bank, 
including the three survivors, said: 
“The situation is desperate.” 

Walsall and district branch is ‘full to 
bursting’ with around 40 animals and 
is unable to take any more. 

The Wolverhampton branch is also 


under ‘huge pressure’, Birmingham 
Animal Centre and Hospital has 78 
cats and cannot take in any more until 
homes are found for the current occu¬ 
pants. 

The charity says some owners can no 
longer afford to keep their cats or pay 
vet bills, while others are failing to get 
their cats neutered. 

Peter Bolton, animal operations 
manager for the RSPCA Midlands and 
North region, said: “Our staff, whether 
in an RSPCA centre, branch, hospital 
or a field officer, all say the same - we 
are dealing with a cat crisis and it is 
getting worse.”

AN URBAN farm is welcoming its 
latest arrivals - two litters of piglets. 

They were born at Forge Mill Farm, 
in West Bromwich, over a week ago and 
visitors can now pay them a visit. 

Workers at the farm said the births 
were significant as the piglets are of an 
endangered Welsh breed. They said 11 
piglets were born in one litter and 12 in 
the other. All survived. 

The breed is relatively new to the 
farm which is one of two visitor centres 
within Sandwell Valley Country Park. 


Workers said the piglets would 
remain in pens with their mother for 
around seven to eight weeks. They will 
then be weaned off their mother’s milk 
before being moved to another pen at 
the farm. Visitors will be able to see the 
animals and watch them grow. 

Delighted 

Farm manager Richard Aldis said 
they were ‘absolutely delighted’ with 
the new arrivals. “There are only 
around 300 of this breed of pigs left, so 


to start a new herd is extremely signif¬ 
icant,” he said. 

“It is great we have got off to such a 
good start.” 

Stockman Robert Woodhall added: 
“This is a standard-size litter. Some¬ 
times you can get around 15 piglets. 
The piglets are doing very well and are 
being looked after by their mothers at 
the moment,” he added. 

Forge Mill is a working farm and is 
open from 10am until 4.30pm each day.

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Funds set 
aside for 
potholes 

ALMOST £900,000 is being set aside to help 
maintain roads in Sandwell this winter. 

Sandwell Council has earmarked almost £500,000 for 
maintenance work, while a further £380,000 has been allo¬ 
cated for pothole repairs. 

The borough is making preparations in case of a repeat of 
severe weather which led to 80 potholes a day being repaired 
earlier this year. 

Borough finance boss,Councillor Steve Eling said the 
authority has a budget of £499,602 for maintenance, such 
as gritting and keeping the roads running. 

“It would certainly be adequate on the basis of what you 


might expect through 
normal winter,” Councillor 
Eling said. “Then for pot¬ 
holes we have £380,000 allo¬ 
cated in the budget for road 
repairs caused by winter 
damage. 

“That should be more 
than enough but again 
everything depends on the 
severity of the weather and, 
if necessary we will top that 
up.” 

Squads 

In March, the council 
blitzed roads in the borough 
after the big freeze hit the 
region earlier this year. 

A special task force was 
set up to tackle potholes 
with four two-man squads 
tasked with repairing the 
damaged roads. 

And at its peak, up to 500 
potholes were being 
repaired across the borough 
each week. 

Workers were repairing

potholes immediately as 
they found them on foot¬ 
ways and carriageways. 

In April, the then trans¬ 
port boss, Councillor Derek 
Rowley, warned that the 
condition of roads would get 
worse after cuts to the 
money allocated for repairs. 

Councillors in charge of 
roads and the economy said 
they would only be able to 
temporarily fix the 
borough’s many potholes, 
after the Government’s 
Local Transport Settlement 
to the council was slashed by 
40 per cent. 

The local authority will be 
given £3.4 million for road 
maintenance by the Govern¬ 
ment for 2013/14, which is 
40 per cent less than in 
2010/11. 

The amount available for 
road maintenance will again 
fall in 2014/15 to £3,096,000.

Our boys who helped in 
decisive Messines victory 


By Peter Rhodes 

UP HERE, on a clear, sunny 
morning, you can see what the 
Battle of Messines was all 
about during the course of the 
First World War. 

This gentle ridge rises near the 
ancient Belgian town of Ypres. 
The Flanders plain stretches out 
below. 

Whoever holds Messines Ridge 
controls hundreds of square miles of 
territory. From here, as battlefield 
guide Alan Whittle explains to a party 
of visitors - on a trip organised by a 
group which includes former 
members of 871 Signal troop who 
were based in Stourbridge - an army 
can see and destroy anything it 
chooses. 

Pointless 

In the summer of 1917 the Germans 
had held Messines Ridge for three 
years. They had turned it into an 
impregnable fortress, raining hellfire 
and poison gas on the British troops 
below. 

In the space of 24 hours, all that 
changed. The Battle of Messines was 
not the usual pointless, bloody charge 
at the barbed wire that cost so many 
lives here on the Western Front - the 
tactics mercilessly parodied in Blackad- 
der Goes Forth. Messines was meticu¬ 
lously planned by General Hubert 
Plumer and his staff and it was that 
rarest of things, a great British victory. 

Hundreds of miles away, in the old 
First World War training camp on

Cannock Chase, archaeologists are 
today patiently uncovering a tennis- 
court sized model of the town of 
Messines. 

It is believed to have been built partly 
as a training aid and partly in tribute to 
the Tommies who seized the ridge. 

On the actual battlefield, nearly 100 
years later, visitors place little wooden 
crosses on the graves of some of those 
who died in the fighting. 

This three-day pilgrimage to Ypres 
and Messines was organised by the 
Queen’s Own Warwickshire and 
Worcestershire Yeomanry Comrades’ 


Association which includes former 
members of the Stourbridge-based 
Signals, until it was wound up in Terri¬ 
torial Army cutbacks a few years ago. 

Retired major Malcolm Cooper, from 
Norton, Stourbridge, and former ser¬ 
geant-major Barry Weaver, from 
Cradley, who both served with the 
Signals lay their crosses on the graves of 
Tommies in Lone Tree Cemetery who 
died in a terrible miscalculation. 

These doomed soldiers left their 
trenches too soon and were killed in the 
explosion of a British mine. 

It was the mines that won the battle. 


For months before, British sappers, 
like those immortalised in the Sebast¬ 
ian Faulks novel and television drama 
Birdsong, had been digging. 

They planted 455 tons of high explo¬ 
sives deep under the German trenches 
on Messines Ridge. 

In the early hours of June 7, 1917, 
the mines were detonated. Nineteen 
enormous explosions ripped apart a 10- 
mile section of the ridge. 

In 20 seconds an estimated 10,000 
German soldiers were killed. Many, as 
Alan Whittle explains to his silent 
audience, simply vanished, vapourised 
in volcanoes of fire as the mines 
erupted. 

Some folk said they could hear the 
bangs in London. 

Centenary 

As all hell broke loose, the officers 
blew their whistles and 80,000 British, 
Australian and New Zealander sol¬ 
diers, supported by tanks and low- 
flying aircraft, rose from their trenches 
and swept up on to the ridge, capturing 
hundreds of Germans who were too 
injured or shell-shocked to fight back. 

Next year marks the centenary of 
the outbreak of the First World War. 
Many more pilgrimages like this will 
visit France and Belgium to pay their 
respects in thousands of little acts of 
remembrance. 

At New Irish Farm Cemetery near 
Ypres, Barry Weaver’s wife Ann stoops 
to plant her wooden cross on the grave 
of a Black Country lad. 

Private Walter Boots, 30, of 15 Green 
Lane, Lye, was the husband of Eliza 
and was killed on September 11, 1917, 
one of almost a million British and 
Commonwealth soldiers who perished 
between 1914 and 1918.

GRAFFITI was sprayed on dozens of cars, 
homes and businesses in a spate of vandal 
attacks across a whole neighbourhood. 

More than 20 homeowners woke up to find the tag 
graffiti on their home walls, garage doors and vehi¬ 
cles in their driveways in Spies Lane and Howley 
Grange Road in Halesowen. 

Quinton Methodist Church and Dallows Memorials as 


well as dozens of street signs 
and roadside walls were also 
targeted by the random 
spate of vandalism. While 
most of the graffiti was 
simply a ‘CNS’ tag, there 
were also obscene messages 
scrawled over people’s 
homes. 

The vandalism was dis¬ 
covered on Saturday 
morning - and a suspect has 
been caught on CCTV spray¬ 
ing a tag on a resident’s car 
in Howley Grange Road just 
before 4am. The hooded 
individual can be seen 
running across the drive, 
spraying the side door of the 
parked vehicle before 
running away. 

Sprayed 

Childminder Jenny Clulo, 
aged 42, has the CCTV to 
help guard her business - 
but after being woken up by 
neighbours to alert her to 
the attack on her car she 
immediately thought of the 
24-hour recorded footage. 

She said: “I went straight 
to have a look, and there in 
the middle of the night I 
could see the person who 
sprayed the car. It was 
strange to watch. The whole 
neighbourhood has been 
shaken by what has hap¬ 
pened. I hope the footage 
might help police.” 

Four police officers turned 
up on Saturday morning fol¬ 
lowing calls to inspect the 
damage and speak to 
victims. Resident Derek

Dowell, aged 61, of Howley 
Grange Road, had a ‘CNS’ 
tag sprayed across his 
courier van. He now has to 
have the graffiti removed 
before returning to work. He 
said: “I don’t understand 
why someone would do 
this.” 

Lynne Edmonds, aged 57, 
of Howley Grange Road, 
woke up to find the tag 
scrawled over the side of her 
house. She said: “It’s not 
what you want to find when 
waking up to your 
weekend.” 

Renee Gerrard, aged 89, of 
Bournebrook Crescent, also 
had her bungalow targeted. 
Her son-in-law Tony Walker, 
aged 70, said: “It’s disgust¬ 
ing someone could do this.” 

The graffiti artist climbed 
Alan Walker’s garage roof to 
scrawl the tag on the side of 
his house in Spies Lane. 

His nephew Jon Evans, 
aged 29, said: “I’ve seen the 
tag sprayed across the town. 
The person needs to be 
stopped now.” 

Last week, Halesowen 
Inspector Dez Lambert said 
police were investigating a 
spate of graffiti across the 
town. A man was arrested, 
then released on bail on Sep¬ 
tember 13. Pc Paul Cham¬ 
bers said: “There has been a 
spate of damage which has 
occurred in the area. This is 
something police will not tol¬ 
erate and will investigate.”

£35k worth of improvements

A £35,000 scheme to improve fishing facilities 
and to help local wildlife is under way at a 
Smethwick park. 

Working in partnership with Sandwell Council, the 
Environment Agency is carrying out enhancement 
works in West Smethwick Park to increase access to 
fishing and improve local wildlife. 

The works involve reinstating a stream that was previ¬ 
ously covered over and installing fishing platforms, with 
disabled access, around the lake. 

Silt 

The stream feeds into the lake via a pond and over the 
years the pond has filled up with silt. 

Last week works started to uncover the stream and 
remove the silt from the pond. This stage of the works is 
expected to take around three weeks to complete. 

Fish have been rescued from the pond and put into the 
lake and, when all the silt has been removed from the pond, 
new fish will be added. 

Councillor Maria Crompton, cabinet member for high¬ 
ways and environment, said: “This is an excellent scheme 
for the local community which will improve the park. 

“It will provide better facilities for local fishermen and 
provide disabled access to the area around the lake. “ 

Installation of new fishing platforms is expected to take 
place during October. 

William Groves from the Environment Agency said: “The 
enhancement works will create a valuable feature for 
wildlife in West Smethwick Park and, by installing fishing 
platforms around the lake, will provide better fishing oppor¬ 
tunities for local people.” 

The total cost of the works is around £35,000, which is 
being funded by Sandwell Council and the Environment 
Agency.

VISITORS were given a preview of a new 
£18 million retirement village which is 
being built overlooking a park on the site of 
a former school in Cradley. 

Work to build the flagship 120-bed apart¬ 
ment complex on the old Cradley High 
School site, neighbouring Homer Hill Park, 
is already under way. 

Officials from developer Midland Heart 
have showcased what residents can expect 
when they move into the modern extra care 
housing scheme set to open in 2015. 

The scheme is designed for people aged 
over 55 to live independently in their own 
apartments all while accessing activities, 
amenities and support if required. 

Almost 100 residents attended a show¬ 


case event at the Copthorne Hotel, in Brier- 
ley Hill, to learn more about the new extra 
care development. They were able to view 
plans and models and could also take part in 
a range of activities which will be available 
to residents who choose to move into the 
new complex. 

The organisation’s head of older people’s 
services, Sarah Clee, said: “This was an 
extremely exciting day for all of us involved 
in the project and we had some hugely posi¬ 
tive comments from visitors.” 

The Mayor of Dudley, Councillor Alan 
Finch, attended the event and saidd: “We 
are tremendously proud to be working with 
Midland Heart to help significantly improve 
housing options for older people.” 


Police seize plants 
worth £lm in raids 
on cannabis farms 


POLICE have seized 
cannabis worth £1 
million following two 
drugs raids which 
uncovered almost 
1,500 plants. 

Officers from Sandwell 
raided addresses in West 
Bromwich and Great Bridge. 

The first property was 
raided in High Street, West 
Bromwich, on September 18 
after it was sold at auction a 
few months ago and officers 
had since kept an eye on it. 

Several rooms had been 
adapted for cannabis culti¬ 
vation with sleeping quar¬ 
ters for round-the-clock care 
of the drug crop. 

The electricity supply had 
been bypassed and energy 
suppliers had to dig up the 
road outside to make the 
premises safe. 

Approximately 450 plants 
were taken from the prem¬ 
ises for destruction. 

A second warrant was exe¬ 
cuted in Market Place, Great 
Bridge, where more than 
1,000 plants were discovered 
over three floors of the build¬ 
ing. Police have charged two 
men with the cultivation of 
cannabis. 

One man, aged 26, of no 
fixed address, pleaded guilty 
and will be sentenced at 
Wolverhampton Crown

Court on October 18. A 
second man, aged 29, also no 
fixed addres,s will stand trial 
at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on December 16. 

Pc Andy Francis said: 
“This is a significant quan¬ 
tity of drugs taken from the 
streets with around a million 
pounds taken out of the 
pockets of drug dealers. 

“Some people may be 
under the illusion that 
cannabis is a harmless drug. 
The reality is quite different. 
We know that cannabis 
farms cultivate more than 
drugs - they are often 


managed by organised gangs 
who are heavily involved in 
gun crime, money launder¬ 
ing, human trafficking and 
serious violence. 

“The electricity supply 
fuelling the heaters which 
create a tropical environ¬ 
ment for the plants is almost 
always illegally connected to 
the mains supply by unqual¬ 
ified electricians, putting 
neighbouring properties at 
serious risk of fire. 

“I would strongly urge 
people with suspicions about 
cannabis farms in their area 
to call us.”

A CAR smashed into the 
garden wall of a family home 
in West Bromwich after 
veering off the road. 

The couple living in the house in 
Lones Road, West Bromwich, had 
returned home from a day out with 
their grandchildren just moments 
before the crash happened. 

No one was injured in the incident 
on Sunday night. 

Grandmother-of-two Lynda Brown 


said: “We had just pulled up on the 
drive and got into the house after a day 
out at Sandwell Farm. Then we heard 
a loud bang and came outside to see a 
car had hit our garden wall. I am so 
glad nobody was injured.” 

Mrs Brown was at home with 
husband Kennedy, as well as grandchil¬ 
dren Amara, five, and 18-month-old 
Jasmine, who were spending the day 
with them. “Some of the debris flew 
from the wall and it could have gone 
through our patio window,” she added. 


The house is beside a crossroads in a 
residential area near to Albion’s 
Hawthorns stadium. 

It was not the first time cars have 
caused damage to the Brown’s prop¬ 
erty. Just a few months ago, the 
family’s car was struck by another 
vehicle when parked outside their 
house. 

Police and firefighters were called to 
help remove the badly damaged BMW 
from the wall after it crashed at around 
5.30pm.

THE owners of a former 
school partly destroyed in an 
arson attack are being called 
upon to restore the building 
to its former glory. 

The former West Bromwich 
Grammar School was targeted in 
a blaze which destroyed part of 
the roof and caused significant 
damage to the historic building. 

There are now calls for the Homes 
and Communities Agency, which owns 
the building, to restore it to its former 
glory. Fire crews were called to the 
blaze at 7pm on Thursday, and at its 
height 55 firefighters were on the site. 

Parts of the Victorian building were 
completely destroyed, while others 
were untouched, including the blue 
plaque to the actress Madeleine 
Carroll who attended the school. 

Empty 

Fire investigators believe the cause 
was arson, and police are investigat¬ 
ing. 

The building was a grammar school 
between 1904 and 1964 and catered 
for pupils from across the region. 
More recently it has been home to 
Sandwell College’s hair and beauty 
department and the performing arts 
courses. 

The students moved out in Febru¬ 
ary 2012 when a new college building 
in nearby Spon Lane opened. Since 
then the building has been empty. 

The Homes and Communities 
Agency, which bought the building 
from the college, is due to undertake a 
redevelopment of the town’s High 
Street, which includes the demolition

Jail for thief 
who claimed 
he took cars 
in work role 

A CAR thief who posed as a recovery driver 
for a finance company to steal cars worth 
more than £150,000 has been jailed for five 
years. 

The collection of 12 stolen vehicles, which included a 
brand new BMW, was discovered after a spate of car thefts 
in the Jewellery Quarter in Birmingham. 

An investigation was launched and a police officer 
trawled through hours of CCTV footage before noticing a 
transporter truck appeared regularly around the time of the 
thefts. The vehicle was traced to a factory unit in Keen 
Street, Smethwick, where a warrant was executed in May 
last year. Police found items belonging to the cars’ owners, 
as well as the front end of the 60-plate BMW stolen from 
Somerset Road, Edgbaston, and an Audi A4 taken from 
Rolfe Street, Smethwick. 

None of the other vehicles taken in March and April last 
year was found in the unit but a number of receipts from a 
local scrap merchant showed that car body shells had been 
sold to them unwittingly. 

The unit owner, Robert Lowe-Thompson, aged 27, from 
Devonshire Road, Handsworth Wood, was arrested on sus¬ 
picion of the thefts, but denied the offences. 

Pc Leanne Chapman, who was part of the investigation 
team, said: “Lowe-Thompson was a man with no previous 
convictions, yet he spun an elaborate web of lies, producing 
documents from a finance company, allowing him to 
‘recover’ the vehicles. 

Witness 

“These documents all turned out to be false, and he was 
also charged with fraud. 

“While on bail, Lowe-Thompson continued his fraudulent 
activity as he attempted to secure finance on another low- 
loader using false bank statements. 

“He was re-arrested and had no option but to plead guilty 
to a further charge of fraud.” 

At his trial at Birmingham Crown Court, Lowe-Thomp¬ 
son produced a statement and an invoice from a witness, so 
the trial was adjourned in order to question the witness. 

Again the statement turned out to be false and on August 
6 Lowe-Thompson was arrested for perverting the course of 
justice. 

Lowe-Thompson finally faced the charges at Birmingham 
Crown Court on September 4 and after a five-day trial, the 
jury found him guilty on all counts. He was sentenced on 
Tuesday to three and a half years for each of the 12 car 
thefts to run concurrently, 18 months for two charges of per¬ 
verting the course of justice to run concurrently with each 
other, but consecutively to the thefts. 

He also received eight months for each of the two fraud 
charges to run concurrently.

Bomber scored on his 
debut which was a 2-1 
victory against Ipswich 
Town, and went on to 
become the team’s top 
goalscorer of all time.

His captain that day was 
Graham Williams who 
joined him at Sandwell 
Council House to meet the 
mayor. Bomber went on to 
score a record breaking 279 
goals in 720 games for the 
Baggies.

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Cash cuts put end 
to liaison training 
for council leader 

THE LEADER of a cash-strapped Sandwell 
Council has been taking lessons on how to 
communicate with staff and businesses while 
cutting jobs. 

But Councillor Darren Cooper has now stopped the 
£2,700-a-year sessions as Sandwell Council tries to save 
£100 million over five years. 

The Labour councillor revealed he had been having 
monthly meetings with Steve Bedser, an executive director 
at Fairy Dust Consulting, since he took over as leader in 
2009. Mr Bedser is also a Labour councillor in neighbouring 
Birmingham but Councillor Cooper said they never dis¬ 
cussed policies. 

Difficult 

He said the training was to help him be an effective leader 
dealing with people from ‘all walks of life’. 

“I became leader at a very difficult time”, he said. “I had 
to move on a former chief executive and take the decision to 
cut the number of senior directors from 26 to 13. 

“Doing that has saved £4m a year which I think has jus¬ 
tified the £2,700 a year cost of this training. 

“But every little helps when we’re facing massive cuts 
and I also don’t feel I need the training any longer. So I 
stopped having it at the end of June.” 

He said that the training covered different aspects of com¬ 
munication including body language. 

Councillor Cooper said: “I have a qualification as a mental 
health nurse but when I became leader I still saw myself as 
a kid from a council estate who had entered a completely dif¬ 
ferent world and had to make some difficult decisions.”

Upper Gl Blues team backing 
hospital research study appeal

A PATIENTS’ group is on a 
recruitment drive to encour¬ 
age more people to take part 
in a research study at 
Sandwell Hospital. 

The Upper GI Blues is holding a 
number of events for upper gastroin¬ 
testinal cancer awareness week, which 
started on Monday, and the main aim is 
to recruit more people for the study. 

Dr Nigel Trudgill, gastroenterology 
consultant at the hospital, has been 
carrying out one of the largest research 
programs into upper gastro cancers for 


the past five years. To get more infor¬ 
mation for earlier diagnosis, his 
research team is asking people from 
the area who visit the hospitals or their 
local GP to enrol in a new reserach pro¬ 
gramme. This applies to people with 
conditions such as Barrett’s oesopha¬ 
gus, acid reflux, IBD, Crohn’s disease, 
colitis or gullet, stomach or pancreatic 
cancers. 

Focus 

Brian Childs, chairman of the group, 
based at the hospital on Lyndon, West 
Bromwich, said: “The main focus of 
this research has been a particular 


cancer called adenocarcinoma. It 
affects the upper part of the oesopha¬ 
gus. It’s actually quite common in the 
West Midlands. 

“The research could be anything 
from a check-up to a questionnaire. We 
really want as many people as possible 
to sign up to the research.” 

To help fund the research program, 
Upper GI Blues will be holding a 
number of fundraising events at 
Sandwell Hospital and their charity 
shop in Bearwood Road, Bearwood 
throughout the awareness wee to Sep¬ 
tember 28 .

Boss of veil row 
college to leave 


THE BOSS of a 
college at the centre 
of a row over religious 
veils has announced 
she is to step down. 

Dame Christine Brad- 
dock, who presided over 
Birmingham Metropolitan 
College’s controversial 
takeover of Stourbridge 
College, is to go by the end of 
next year. 

The announcement comes 
soon after the college made a 
U-turn following the intro¬ 
duction of a ban on items of 
dress that cover the face, 
which also affected students 
wearing religious veils. 

Retire 

But Dame Christine told 
The Chronicle’s sister news¬ 
paper the Express & Star 
that her decision to leave 
was made months ago. 

Dame Christine, who took 
up the post in 1998, said: 
“That was a college issue, a 
college decision, this is a per¬ 
sonal decision.” 

She added: “I am not 
resigning, I have no plans to 
resign. I am going to retire 
as most people do when they 
get to my age. 

“It was last year we began 
to put succession plans in

place. You can’t run an 
organisation of this size 
without succession plans in 
place early. We would not be 
doing our duty as board 
members if we were not 
planning my successor.” 

Dame Christine said she 
had told the board of her 
intention to retire, but had 
not yet given official notice 
to leave the organisation. 

She said: “I have to give a 
year’s notice so in terms of 
that I have only given an 
intention to retire in due 
course at this stage. 


“I have been here for 16 to 
17 years, I think I have done 
enough.” 

The news was made public 
following the appointment 
of the college’s new chair¬ 
man of the corporation, 
Steve Hollis. He takes over 
from Vij Randeniya. 

One of Mr Hollis’ first 
tasks will be to find a 
replacement for Dame 
Christine. 

He said: “The board has 
had a phased approach to 
succession planning, with 
my own appointment phase 
one is complete and now we 
will begin the search for a 
successor to Christine. 

Transition 

“She will continue in her 
role until the end of the aca¬ 
demic year, to enable her to 
support her successor so a 
smooth, orderly transition 
can take place.” 

The college became the 
first in the region to bring in 
the ban for ‘security 
reasons’ and students were 
told to remove face cover¬ 
ings, including caps and 
hoodies. 

But the ban on the niqab, 
a veil that only leaves a slot 
for the eyes, was scrapped 
after being criticised by 
some Muslim girls. 


Thief mugged before hearing 


A THIEF showed up for his court case after 
being robbed of £5 hours before his hearing. 

Richard Stephens was at Wolverhampton 
Magistrates Court facing charges of theft 
from a shop and going equipped for theft. He 
went into Boots at Bentley Bridge in 
Wednesfield on August 29 and stole razor 
blades. However, Stephen’s defence solicitor, 
Mr Suresh Joshi, told the court that the thief 
had been robbed hours before he was due in 
the dock. 

Mr Joshi said: “Mr Stephens should be in 
A&E but instead he is here for his court 
appointment. He was set upon and left with 
a lump on his head and swollen jaw and £5 
was taken from him this morning. It is an 
indication of how serious he takes these 
matters.” 


Mr Roger Blezzard, prosecuting, told the 
court that 47-year-old Stephens had gone 
into Boots last month and was seen taking 
razor blades before leaving the store without 
paying. 

Limped 

Mr Blezzard added: “He was detained rel¬ 
atively close by and was in possession of a 
plastic bag that had been lined with metal 
foil.” 

Stephens of Upper High Street, Wednes- 
bury, limped into court and rubbed his head 
throughout the hearing. 

He pleaded guilty to both charges. Magis¬ 
trates adjourned his sentence until Tuesday, 
October 1. 

Stephens was given conditional bail. 


Benefits 
swindler 
is told to 
sell home 

A MOTHER from Tipton 
who took more than £46,000 
by swindling the benefits 
system has been ordered to 
sell her home to repay the 
money. 

Katherine Smith collected 
income support and Job¬ 
seeker’s Allowance that she 
was not entitled to for years 
after lying that she was a 
single mother living alone, 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

In fact she and her 
partner Peter Scott shared 
the house, said Mr Harpreet 
Sandhu, prosecuting. 

Smith, now 39 and of pre¬ 
vious good character, fraud¬ 
ulently claimed income 
support for years before ille¬ 
gally picking up Jobseeker’s 
Allowance, the court was 
told. 

Smith, of Ryland Close, 
Tipton, pleaded guilty to 
cheating the public revenue 
of income support between 
2003 and 2009. She admit¬ 
ted a similar offence involv¬ 
ing Jobseeker’s Allowance 
between 2009 and 2012. 

Jailed 

The crimes involved a 
total of £46,073. 

Smith was jailed for eight 
months for the offences in 
May. She reappeared at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court last week where it was 
said Smith’s only financial 
asset which could be seized 
under the Proceeds of Crime 
Act was her home, valued at 
around £65,000. 

This is, however, part- 
owned by her partner and it 
was calculated that once 
estate agent and solicitors’ 
fees were taken off the 
profits, Smith would be able 
to pay back just £6,697. 

The judge ordered Smith 
to pay back the full amount 
within six months but that 
time limit could be extended. 

If Smith fails to pay after 
the extension, she could face 
a further jail term of four 
months.

Brother's shock phone 
call that led to reunion 


JOHN Fisher had just got in from 
work when the phone rang. When 
he picked up the receiver he 
could scarcely believe his ears. 

“Hello, I’m your brother Thomas,” said 
the man on the other end of the line. 

John, now aged 58, had not seen Thomas 
since he was a baby. The pair, and a third 
brother Stephen, had grown up in a troubled 
family and were separated after being taken 
into care in 1963. 

But John’s success in tracking down his long-lost 
sibling led him to discover he had two other brothers 
and a sister, and took him on a seemingly endless 
quest to bring the family together. 

Now John, a retired property ser-vices manager 
with Dudley Council, has put pen to paper to reveal 
his story in a moving new book. 

John, of Spring Vale Close, Coseley, vividly remem¬ 
bers the day he received the telephone call which 
would change his life. 

Determined 

“My initial instinct was simply to start crying, but 
at the same time to maintain control of my emotions 
in order to take in what was happening. My mind was 
awash with thoughts, was this really Thomas? Was 
someone playing an awful trick on me? I felt at that 
moment that I needed to confirm to myself that this 
really was him. ” 

By amazing coincidence, both brothers had been in 
touch with social services in an attempt to trace each 
other, with both of them visiting the council offices 
within a day of each other. 

Speaking to the Express & Star, Mr Fisher says: 
“You can call it spooky, fate or whatever you want. 
But 24 hours after I went into the social services 
office and left my details, he went in to do the same 
thing.” Mr Fisher says he was determined to find his 
family after being without them for so long. “I’d got 
my own life, my own children. But I felt there was 
something missing.” 

He had wondered what had happened to his 
younger brother ever since the pair were separated 
when he was just eight years old and Thomas was 17 
months.

His mother Margaret had been committed to a 
hospital while suffering from mental illness, and his 
father Josiah reluctantly agreed that he was unable 
to bring the children up alone. Despite their prob¬ 
lems and their children being taken away, the couple 
had more children who were also taken into care. 
After Margaret died from cancer, Josiah married 
someone else and had another three children. 

John remained in contact with his father and 
Stephen, two years his junior, but it would be 
decades before he would see Thomas again, later dis¬ 
covering he had been adopted. 

His book, Finding Thomas, tells how the pair 
were reunited at an emotional meeting in the car 
park of the Apple Tree pub in Roseville, Coseley, 19 
years ago, and how they have become close friends 
since. The following years would be spent trying to 
trace the other three siblings - Mark, David and 
Susan - who were born after John, Stephen and 
Thomas were taken into care. 

Susan now lives in Cardiff but the others are in 
the Black Country - Thomas and David in Dudley, 
Mark in Wednesbury and Stephen in Sedgley. 

John and Stephen’s search for their siblings was 
featured in the The Chronicle in 1989, and the pair 
employed a genealogist which would eventually see 
the whole family brought back together in 2007. 

The book also tells the harrowing story of John’s 
troubled childhood, which saw another brother and 
sister die during childhood, as well as a life of abject 
poverty growing up in a dysfunctional family. 

But despite his troubled start, John, says there is 
no aspect of his life he would have changed, as were 
it not for an extraordinary chain of events which saw 
him eventually live with his grandmother, he would 
never have met his wife Diane. 

He says: “I went to live with an aunt in 1963 but 
three years later my father wanted me to move in 
with him and his mother. But he then moved out and 
left me with my grandmother. Living there I went to 
Bishop Milner School and that’s where I met 
Diane. ” In the book he reveals: “She has become the 
only person in my life I can confide in, share my 
pain, my thoughts, my disappointments, my joy and 
elation. She is my life breath.”

Legend of the lost city 
is brought back to life 


T here are some genres that just 
fit into Saturday evening’s TV 
schedules perfectly, and being 
without them seems weird. 

Talent shows are a given these 
days, as are glossy light entertainment 
programmes. And you certainly can’t 
miss out on a fantasy adventure. 

Doctor Who is the granddaddy of 
them all, but will be off our screens 
until the 50th anniversary edition, set 
to be broadcast on November 23rd. 

In recent years, the likes of Robin 
Hood and Merlin have fulfilled the 
requirement whenever the Time Lord 
has been off air, but now there’s a new 
show on the block. 

It feels as if the Beeb has been 
showing the trailer for Atlantis every 
five minutes lately; they’ve obviously 
pushed the boat out when it comes to 
the budget and so are desperate for it 
to gain a decent audience. 

However, what the corporation 
hasn’t done is tell us much about the 
plot. 

What we do know is that it focuses 
on a young lad called Jason who, 
while searching for his missing father, 


is washed up on the shores of a 
mysterious land, a place where 
mythical creatures, soothsaying 
oracles and palaces seemingly built 
by giants are commonplace.

Seat set to put new Leon through its paces 


The new Seat Leon, a stunning combination curves, angles and overall poise 


Seat has put a lot of investment into the the new Leon in a bid to boost sales 


LONG-term tests are about living 
with a car every day, doing all kinds 
of driving, and exposing the best 
and the worst of what real buyers 
will see for themselves. There are 
many things that a few hours behind 
the wheel on a new car launch just 
can’t tell you. 

Seat has put a lot of investment into the new 
Leon in an attempt to cut the gap on the peren¬ 
nial sales bonanza enjoyed by its sister car, the 
Volkswagen Golf. 

While the Golf has become ever more 
straight-line sensible in its styling though, the 
Leon has brought together a stunning combi¬ 
nation of curves, angles and overall poise to 
create something that looks much more inter¬ 
esting. The question is: do its real-world talents 
match up? 

This is what I’m aiming to find out by taking 
delivery of a just run-in five-door Leon for the 
next six months. I’ve picked the mid-range SE 
model, which has a lot of little touches over and 
above the base S grade version, but is a healthy 
amount cheaper than the body-kitted and more 
ostentatious FR. I’ve also chosen a petrol 
engine, in light of the incredible work the Volk¬ 
swagen Group has done to improve the drive- 
ability and efficiency of its unleaded-drinking 
powerplants. 

Pages upon pages have been written about 
the 104bhp 1.2-litre TSI turbocharged petrol 
and it’s fairly well known as a great unit. In 
light of that, I’ve opted for its big brother, the 
138bhp 1.4 TSI. It’s going to be interesting to 


see whether it can justify the extra £1,050 over 
the 1.2. They share a road tax band but the 1.2 
is four insurance groups lower and allegedly 
3mpg more frugal, so I’ll be aiming to see 
whether the higher performance from the 1.4 is 
worth it. 

In terms of options, OU13 YBM has got only 
the key ones Seat reckons will be most popular 
with buyers. Chief among them is the Technol¬ 
ogy Pack, which brings with it full LED head¬ 
lights - a first for any C-segment car - along 
with DAB radio and sat-nav courtesy of a good- 
sized colour screen mounted reasonably high 


up on the dashboard. Initially Seat dropped the 
pack’s near-£l,100 price to £500, but further 
down the line it became, amazingly, free of 
charge. 

Technology 

The headlights are a big deal for Seat and the 
market in general and after much deal-making 
within the VW Group, the Leon has secured 
first rights to the new technology, even ahead of 
the Golf and Audi A3. 

The idea behind LED headlights is not just 
that they use much less energy than traditional 
bulbs or high-intensity xenon lamps; the light 


the special LEDs create is closer in colour to 
natural daylight than any alternatives, 
allegedly making it easier for the human eye to 
distinguish contrast and movement within the 
beam. As the nights draw in later this year, I’ll 
have the perfect opportunity to test the theory. 

On top of the Technology Pack there are 17in 
alloy wheels, which certainly fill the wheel 
arches more convincingly but could also be 
more exposed to damage from kerbs. I’ll look 
into this and see whether the move was a wise 
one or not. 

Other than that, the car is standard, so with 


the Golf lined up as a significantly more expen¬ 
sive option and the Skoda Octavia perhaps 
being bigger than some people want or need, 
the time has come for the Leon to prove itself 
within the VW Group. I’m going to pile the 
miles on it, encompassing driving at every time 
of day and night, motorway trips, urban 
scratching, Sunday afternoon blasts and of 
course the weekly shop. My partner, Laura, will 
also be driving it, and since most family cars are 
shared between parents, her opinion will be 
invaluable. It’s game on, Leon, so let’s see what 
you’re made of.

With two-wheel and four-wheel 
drive options and surprising efficiency, 
thanks in part to excellent aerodynam¬ 
ics, the GLA is built more obviously for 
the road than any prior Mercedes G- 
series car.

Four engines will initially be avail¬ 
able, starting with a turbocharged 1.6- 
litre petrol GLA 200 with 154bhp, 
rising through a 2.0-litre, 208bhp 
turbo petrol to a pair of 2.1-litre diesels 


with 134bhp and 168bhp. 

The 2.0-litre petrol promises to be 
the most flexible and fastest, passing 
62mph in 6.5 seconds thanks to a 
torque output as high as the more 
potent diesel’s, but over an even 
broader rev range. 

Fuel economy hunters should seek 
out the 134bhp GLA 200 CDI, which 
according to official tests can manage 
65mpg on the combined cycle in con¬ 
junction with just 114g/km, although 
these are provisional figures. 

Final UK spec and pricing is yet to be 
confirmed, however, and it could be 
2014 before the model arrives on these 
shores.

£795. As with all new Hyundai cars, a 
five-year warranty is included as stan¬ 
dard with the ix35.
